BITING SARCASM. 


President Wilson and his prosperity 


talk and the discussion of the wonder- 
ful successes of the Wilson adminis- 
tration in "peace, commerce and war," 
have brought forth a flood of sar- 
castic editorials on the part of the 
eastern press where the financial de- 
pression Is felt the worst, that dis- 
credits the president and his efforts. 
The Wall 
Street Journal, 
in dis- 


cussing Wilson's successes, says: 


"President Wilson's ability to see 


only what he wants to see, and to hear 
only what squares with sweeping as- 
sumptions based upon untested theory, 
complicates a commercial situation al- 
ready sufficiently delicate. Mr. Wil- 
son's opinion on the state of trade, or 
his predictions of future prosperity, 
have no particular importance. Prob- 
ably the cook in the 
white house 


kitchen could have given the editors 
who waited upon the president an 
opinion quite as valuable, and certain- 
ly much more practical. 


"There is no ground for discussion 


on the president's opinions. There is, 
however, something to be said where 
he makes definite claims susceptible 
of analysis. 
He announces, for 


stance, that the administration 


in- 
has 


made two great 'successes.' one the 
revised tariff, and the other the new 
banking system. Is it not rather early 
to talk about success? 
The revised 


tariff is largely responsible for the 
greatest commercial failure this coun- 
try has ever known. It has meat so 
far a broad shifting of employment, to- 
gether with many idle mills and idle 
hands. 


"If it is absurd at this stage to call 


the tariff a success, what shall be said 
of a banking system which is still 
more experimental; which, in fact, is 
not yet in force, and has never been 
tested in any way? 
Doubtless the 


good sense of the American business 
man will be .directed unselfishly to 
making 
the new banking system a 


success. But this will not be because 
of the administration in Washington, 
but in spite of it.
